EARTHQUAKE KILLS 
MANY IN ABRUZZI 


Rome Itself Has Many His­ 
toric Structures Badly 
Damaged by the 
Shock 


ROMK, Jan. 13.— An earthquake 
w h ic h shook Rome today, badly dam­ 
aging many of its historic structures. 
is reported to have caused enormous 
damage 
and 
considerable 
loss of 
life in the province of Abrizzi. The 
entire province is declared to have 
suffered and many of the small towns 
have been almost completely wiped 
out. Several towns in Rome province 
also suffered. 
The tow us, which are reported to 
have suffered the most, include Cap­ 
pella, Magliano, Frosinone, Montero- 
toudo, Yeroly. Valmontone and Alba- 
110. 
It is stated that many of the in­ 
habitants were caught in the ruins 
and crushed to death. The govern­ 
ment has taken energetic steps to abl 
in the rescue work. 
The convicts at Frosinone pris«»n 
mutinied when an attempt was ma Jo 
to k«*ep them in the prison after It 
had been partly 
destroyed by the 
earthquake. Officials say that
